A CAUTIOUS COUNCIL 
Jen, 27. 
The International Settlement 
of Shanghai has, from the first, 
been deeply concerned in the 
exacerbation of relations be- 
tween China and Japan over the 
Manchurian issue. Although 
the general public, from time to 
time, has had direct evidence of 
the ‘anxieties confronting the 
Municipal Council in the pre~ 
servation of law and order and 
the maintenance of the inter~ 
national principles for which the 
Settlement stands, it has not, 
perhaps, fully ‘realised the 
weight of the burden borne by 
the Council. ‘The Japanese and 
Chinese Members have displ 
led great public spirit in attuning 
their natural inclinations to the 
general interests of the Settle- 
ment’s administration, ‘There 
have been discussions in which 
views have been expressed with 
no little directness and warmth, 
On the whole the Council has 
been able steadfastly to preserve 
its traditions of impartiality and 
to vindicate its determination to 
protect the Settlement against 
brenehes of the peace, Now 
that the situation has developed 
[a much closer and more critical 
contact, with Shanghai, the 
Council's position comes ‘under 
Ispecial serutiny.

Tt ig also 
wppreciated by them, indeed, 
from the published statements 
of some of them, that among the 
military there is not that unity 
‘of purpose which would justify 
the belief that operations, in the;

taken against the Japanese. The 
conviction remains that . the 
Political disunity which, in spite 
‘ofall, still persists, is active in 
military circles as well. ‘The 
implications of that verdict need 
hardly be more explicitly stated 
at present. They are all too 
plain to those who have any 
Acquaintance with the seamy| 
aide of polities in this country, 
distressing though the realisa- 
‘ion may be at this juncture. 
Unwise peddling in fantasy is 
‘not however confined to Chinese 
yesidents, On Sunday, for 
example, from certain foreign 
‘sources came the report that the 
Japanese were preparing to take 
over one of the hospitals for a 
military hefdquarters. ‘This 
Journal has reluctance "even in 
mentioning so sinister and 
irresponsible a report. It does 
80, frankly and baldly, to indi- 
cate the extreme dafiger of 
indulgence, even with the best of 
intentions, in highly speculative] 
gossip. It cannot be too strong- 
ly emphasised that currency of 
false rumours is, in the present 
circumstances, a3 dangerous a 
Proceeding as’ sniping by plai 
clothes gunmen, The press ha: 
a peculiarly heavy task. Owing 
to the division of authority in 
every conceivable activity in 
the areas affected, it is not, pos- 
sible to obtain from one single 
gource completely reliable in- 
formation, The Council has 
Wisely decided to expand its 
publicity organisation for the 
Purpose of partly meeting this 
difficulty, But this does nov con- 
note power to set up a central 
Dureau in liaison with the various} 
organisations for pooling in- 
formation and handing it out to 
the press. A tribute should be 
paid to the courtesy and accessi-| 
bility of all the various organisa- 
tions in their dealings with the 
reas at this juncture, There 
as been so ready a desire to 
help in the midst of very pressing 
duties that the press camnot but. 
be grateful. Indeed the: 
ganisations appear very sensibly 
to perceive how delicate is the 
position of the press and how 
solicitous it is of the public in- 
terest. 


‘The press is charged, there- 
fore, with the responsibility 
of ‘conveying information to 
the public and, at the same 
time, desiding a8 a censcr would 
have to decide, Only, the censov- 
whip thus self-imposed is—or 
should be—of a far more one- 
yous type, The censor, i 
cumstances where he is likely to 
‘be employed, is usually able to 
confine his ‘operations to con- 
sideration of one particular 
aspect of the situation. Here. 
the press has to. take into ac- 
count several situations, many 
nationalities and many interests. 
Jn the office of this and, no 
doubt, other journals caution is: 
exercised even to the point of 
excluding news which, lacking 
the ultimate mark of authenti- 
city, is true. Mistakes are 
bound to happen. The safeguard 
isthe general desire of decent 
Journals, to observe accuracy 
with the speed essential to their 
presentation of the news, The 
Jay public, unprovided with the 
expert and trained censorship 
available to a newspaper oF 
newsagency office, should be all 
‘the more chary’ therefore of| 
Passing on information in- 
sufficiently vouched for. They 
must realise that the handling 
of news is one of the dangerous| 
trades at all times. It is special- 
Jy ‘dangerous in’ moments of 
crisis. Caution and prudence 
are qualities to be demanded of 
‘thé ear’ and tongue in the Settle- 
Jment and its neighbourhood to- 
ay.

» vefuge for the Empress Dowager, is

[One family related how they arrived 
fat the wheat harvest, and gleaned 
fenough wheat to Kecp thelr large 
family in food for four months. Land 
Jeould’ be bought for a few coppers 
fan acre. 

Tn some places, in order to be 
relieved of the taxes, local Shensi 
owners were offering’ a present of

To-day, the visitor to Shensi can- 
not help’ ut notice the striking:

‘The years 1929-30 have bem years 
lof severe famine which has taken 
{oll of all classes. Some deaths 
from starvation have occurred in 
|Shantung villages, but in the Shensi 
faillages the casualties have been. 
lerashingly heavy. Whole families 
have disappeared, and even com- 
mugjties have in places been almost 
wiped out. 

‘The Shantung villages have borne 
the stress of famine better than the 
native Shensi villages. ‘The former 
still have thelr mulberry trees and 
their fruit trees, but the native 





illages are ‘mostly demaded, not 
only of trees, but also of everythi 

isd that was saleable, Ail the 
frood-work Je gon nao 


jand roof-timbers, having sold 
or food. ‘Temples even have been 
Jdismantied for the same purpose, 
}Quite four-fifths of the deaths from 
starvation were from the homes of 
the Shensi people. 

‘Opium-smoking is given as the 
chief reason for this high death- 

and it is well known that this 
weakening habit is most. prevalent 
Jamong the native Shensi people. 

‘The Chinese also declare that the 
recent famine would have been less 
severely felt if the armies under 
General Feng had not swept the 
Province bare of grain. 

The farmers were compelled to 
supply the troops with wheat, and it 
fis reckoned that seventy. ‘aillion 
bushels of grain were either eaten 
or carried away by these military 
marauders.

‘To explain this, needs’ that we 
touch on the subject of the loam of 
IShensi called “Loess”, Modern 
scientists ere now.” practically 

soil is 
composed of Snely powered particles 
Jor rocky “decay, which have been 
blown by prevailing winds from 
Jcertain parts of the Gobi Desert 
lunder arid conditions, long ages ago. 

Loess is of a pale chocolate 
colour, easily crumbled and very 
porous. It is found in the river 
basins of several Northern provinces 
lof China, and even in some parts of 
[Europe (Rhine and Rhone valleys.) 
jand U.S.A. 

In Shensi it reaches a thickness 
lof 200 feet, and its chemical make- 
op is such that it provides splendid 
‘material for the nourishing of crops. 
it is so fertile that, although its 
surface has been cultivated for thou- 
sands of years without the applica- 
tion of artificial manures, it is still 
bearing rich erops. 

The Prosperity of the, Northern 
farmer is bound up with it, and 
it has helped to mould his character, 
as it also has coloured the rivers and 
seas of North China. 

‘When rubbed between the fingers, 
loess isso fine as to be almost 
imperceptible to the touch, although 
we are told that careful - siftme 
leaves a slight trace of sand. 

When the traveller encounters 
loess on the move, say in a dust-storm, 
he realises how impossible escape 
from. He takes it in at every 
breath. it falls like lightest powder 
Jon his face, and it fills his ears and 
nostrils and eyes. He eats the pro- 
Yerbial peck of dust ‘many times 
[daring » prolonged stay in the loess 
ands. 

It is its porous nature however, 
pat maker loeis “more lable 
Jdcought than ordinary soils. As the 
[Chinese say. “It can drink up all 






































the rain that ever fell, but cannot 
bold it long!” In yeats when the 





rainfall is scarce the planted crops 
rwilt and die, leaving the land bare.

DISPERSED 


Precautions Taken Near 
Hankow 


Hankow, Jan. 25, 

The breakup, of the refugee 
camps in the Wuhan cities has been 
brought about, by fear that Com- 
‘munists and other reactionary ele- 
ment might endeavour to use the 
unfortunate people in theso camps 
to create widespread trouble. 

Some 300,000 people ini dive straits 
were concentrated in a small area 
and the drastic step now taken by 
the authorities shows that thoy 
realised the danger from well-or- 
ganised propaganda among these 
ignorant and destitute crowds. The 
enmps are to be abolished and the 
refugees moved further away from 
the city. Attempts will then be 
made to weed out the agitators so| 
that only genuine refugees will 
secure assistance from the authori- 
ties. 

‘This policy was decided upon at 
meeting convened by the Hupeh 

Government. The or- 
ganisations represented were the 
Hupeh Bandit Suppression Head- 
Quarters, the Wuhan Gendarmerie 
Headquarters, and the Hupeh Flood 
‘Rehabilitation Committee. As the 
result of the decisions reached the 
following public proclamation was 
issued:— 

(1) Each individual refugee shall 
receive 20 catties of relief wheat| 
half the amount to be delivered 
hore within one week and the other 
half to be allotted when he or she 
shall have proceeded to the place 
appointed by the authorities, 

(2) After this distribution no 
relief shall be granted 
cities 

(3) Winter relief will be suspend. 

(4) All refugees shall proceed to 
the following areas: Refugees at 
the Black Hill, Hanyang camp, and 
vicinity must go to the district be- 
tween Tsnitien and Hsinlungeheng; 

Refugees at the Hankow camps 
must go to ‘the district between 
Hengtien and Chichiawan and those 
from the Wuchang camps to, Kin- 
kow. 

(5) No organised camps shall be 
built at these new places, but re- 
fugees are permitted to transport

TRADING JUNK SUNK 
BY STEAMER 


$40,000 Cargo Lost in Crash Of 
Kuangtang Coast 


Rammed by the Chinese steamer| 
/Sunkong near the Tei Wok and Nil 
Wok Islands off the Kuangtung 
Coast, the native trading junk Wing| 
On Tai was sunk shortly before 
daybreak on January 23" with a| 
general cargo of __merchandise| 
valued at $40,000, according to in- 
formation received in Shanghai 
shipping circles on January 26 from 
Hongkong, where the 20 members| 
of the crew and passengers of tho| 

ling craft were brought by the] 
larger’ vessel. 

‘The collision occurred in a heavy| 
gale of wind, during which  the| 
Sunkong bore down on the junk in 
the darkness and practically was 
on top of the nailing craft before 
the Bridge of the steamer was 
aware of her presence. When the 
two vessels separated after the 
ferash, the Wing On Tai was seen| 
to have a huge hole in the star- 
board Low and to be filling rapid- 
ly with water.

FIRE BRIGADE REPORT ; 
FOR DECEMBER 

Tho Chief Officer, i 
hor Report, states :— 

During the month 70 calls were 
received. 

‘The only fire of importance 
during the month occurred on the 
2th at 5.28 pam. when a call wax 
received to the Shanghai-Hongkew 
‘West Wharf at Pootung, 

Sections from Central _Statio 
turned out on the Brigade Fire 
Float and a detachment from 
Hongkew manned the Custor 
Float, while OMicers and men fron 
Yangiszepoo crossed the river on 
a private tug. 

‘The fire had evidently been 
burning for some time before being 
reported by the look-out man in the 
Watchtower on Sassoon Building, 
after which it was necessary to 
ascertain the exact location before 
the Brigade turned out, and when 
the first float arrived a one-storeyed. 
corrugated iron godown, measuring, 
approximately 260 ft. by 100 ft 
was well alight throughout its 
entire length. Squads of men were 
at work with lines of hose from 
the ships’ installations on 8.8.

Closing ef Hou Seng Mill 


The Shanghai Special Distri 
Court heard on Jan, 20 another case 
involving the Hou Seng Cotton Mill, 
one of the largest Chinese industrial 
plants in Shanghai which closed 
down on December 21, 1930, owing 
to financial losses. The plaintiffs in 
the care were former workers of the 
‘mill while the defendants were Pei 
Zeng-seng and. Liv Ching-seng, 
respectively, partner and manager 
of the mill. 

‘The workers, represented by two 
GGhinese lawyers, told the Court that 
they were employed by the mil 
ite closure on December 21, 1930, 
when the defendants announced the 
factory would re-open on January 3, 
1951. The mill remained closed 
until about the middle of October 
when it was taken over by others 
with the reault that’all the workers 
Were thrown cut of employment. 
After the mill closed down, the 
workers received only $6 or $7 cach 
from the management although it 
hhad been the practice of the mill to 
grant retirenient gratuity amount 
Ing to at least month's wage to 
its workers, ‘The defendants were 
charged with failing to keep their 
promise and farther with embezzle- 
ment,

SOLVING WORLD'S 
PROBLEMS 


London, Jan. 28.
